There were so many startling and 


sensational Incidents in connection 
with the fire on the lighter that the 
navy yard officials were unable to 
secure many details, and all these 
\vero confused. 
Everyoody agrees 


that for a few minutes there were 
prospects of a great disaster. 


The supply ship Culgoa came down 


from Boston Monday with a Ibt of 
ammunition taken from the battleship 
New Jersey at the Boston yard. In- 
cluded in this ammunition were 20UO 
eight-inch blank shells. 
Orders had 


hcen given to bring the shells ;tb the 
navy yard on the Culgoa and thereto 
transfer them to a lighter, for ship- 
ment to the ammunition storehouse 
at Port Lafayette in the Narrows. 


The lighter went alongside of the 


Culgoa at 8 on Tuesday, and 16 men 
were set to work carrying the shells 
off the supply ship and storing them 
on the lighter's deck. 
These men 


An 


equal number of men cl the crew of 
the Culgoa were working on the ship, 
getting the ammunition io the side 
and lowering it to the smaller craft 
alongside. 


Four-fifths of the total numlier of 


shells on the Culgoa had been trans- 
ferred to the lighter when McDonald, 
who was carrying a shell, tripped ov- 
er a line and fell. The shell dropped 
to the deck of the lighter and ex- 
ploded. 
McDonald was blown half 


way across the deck and lay writhing 
with his clothing ablaze. 


The concussion and blase from the 


original explosion set off other shells 
a:,;! {hose !i; turn set off more. Within 
half a minute the lighter looked like 
an exhibition of daylight fireworks. 
The muffled detonation of the shells, 
the clouds of smoke and occasional 
flashes of flame attracted .the atten- 


lion of everybody In the navy yard, 


There was no lime on the barge 


to think of anything but getting Into 
the water without delay. Two of them 
picked up McDonald and won* over- 
board, holding him between them in 
tl(2ir arms. 
The others—-many of 


whom couldn't swim—followed. 


Capt. Phclps of the Culgoa deter- 


mined to take no chances. A gang- 
way between his ship and the lighter 
was on fire and flre was showing 
along the woodwork. Pilled near the 
rail were the remaining 400 eight- 
nch shells, and back of tliem were 
other piles of ammunition. He order- 
ed the lines of the Culgoa cut and 
at -(lie same time gave orders, to look 
sharp about, rescuing, men who had 
jumped from the lighter into the wa- 
ter.
